Commander-.Owen, of the song said 
that the state ang the nation was in 
mourning for a great and good men, 
one who has been a friend to ever man 
and woman all his life.

Orchards Are Inspected. 

Orchard inspection has been given more 
attention than in former years. A total! 
of 399 orchards were inspected during 
| 1905, these containing the large number 
lof 1,912,968 trees, an average of 5,487 
'to the orchard. Some individual orchards 
|} contained from 25,000 th. 100,000 trees. 
|In the orchards of Georgia peach trees 
;greatly predominates, the number of 
| these being 1,830,963. Other fruit trees 
are found in Georgia orchards as follows: 
| Apple, 50,145; pear, 9,210; plum, 8,955; 
cherry, 3,000; misce!laneous. 10,685. 
About I! per cent more orchards were 
inspected In 1905 than in 1904.

General “Joe” Wheeler. 

The death of General 
Wheeler wil] affect a great many 
thousand southern people of all ages 
with a keen sense of personal be- 
reavement. The diminishing host of 
Confederate veterans remember him 
for the bravery, the skill, the daring 
and the fidelity with whi¢h he fought 
the battles of the “lost cause,”’ wheth- 
er in venturesome cavalry raids or 
the exacting task of leading horse- 
men on stubbornly contested fields. 
They loved him, too, for his gentle. 
ness, his neéver-failing courtesy, and 
that implicit confidence in his men 
which made them: strive for the 
honor of most zealously carrying out. 
his will. 

To the younger generation he em- 
bodied the undying traditions of a 
Sacred era. During Confederate re- 
unions and on numerous other publi 
occasions they came within close 
range of his magnetic and winning 
personality, until they felt as close 
a personal interest in him as though 
they had actively participated in the 
epochal drama of the early sixties. 

General Wheeler, like many other 
of the. most conspicuous southern 
leaders, was a graduate of West 
Point. He left that school in 1859 
with the full rank of second lieuten- 
ant, to resign in 1861 and enter the 
service of the confederacy. He com- 
manded the Nineteenth Alabama in- 
fantry, and was assigned to duty in 
the west. He commanded a brigade 
at Shiloh, covering the retreat of the 
confederate forces from that field 
He was transferred to a cavalry 
brigade in July, 1862, and conducted 
extensive raiding operations through 
western Tennessee. . He participated 
in the Green River and Perryville

.battles, in Kentucky, of that year, in 


command of Bragg’s cavalry. He 
was in commandagf the rear confed- 
erate guard on retreat into Ten- 
nessee. On October 30, 1862, he was 
made brigadier general. He distin. 
guished himself by his command of 
the cavalry at Murfreesboro, in his 
brilliant flank and rear attacks on 
the forces of Rosecrans. 

General Wheeler was commissioned 
as major general January 19, 1863, 
and opposed the advance of the union 
forces on Chattanooga. One of his 
characteristic fights was that occur- 
ing after the battle of Chickamauga, 
in which he commanded the cavalry. 
He crossed the river with a picked 
foree, defeated crushingly the force 
Sent against him, destroyed over 
twelve hundred wagons’ with their 
contents, and damaged the propert; 
of the union forces to the extent of 
three million dollars. Some of the 
most daring portions of his history 
were written during Sherman’s inva. 
Sion of Georgia. Wheeler hung dog- 
gediy on to the union forces, harass- 
ing them at every turn, engaging in 
decisive actions at Griffin, Forsyth, 
Macon, Clinton and Griswoldville. 
He participated in the defense of 
Savannah and Aiken, and for his sec: 
vices in South Carolina the legisla- 
ture of that state voted him special 
thanks. He was made lieutenant 
general February 28, 1865, and was 
continuously in charge of the confed- 
erate cavalry under General Joseph 
E. Johnston until the _ surrender, 
April, 1865. 

His activity in the Spanish-Ameri- 
can war, under Shafter, and subse- 
quently in the Philippines, is too well 
known to require recountal. Previous 
to His death he had been retired 
with the rank of brigadier general. 

General Wheeler served Alabama 
for eight terms in the national house 
of representatives, making a record 
notable for wise and constructive 
statesmanship and winning the re- 
spect and admiration of his col- 
leagues from all portions of the coun. 
try. Though he spent the better por- 
tion of his life gut of Georgia, this 
state claimga him as a son, since he 
was born in Augusta, September 10, 
1836. On his frequent visits to At- 
lanta and other Georgia cities he has 
been given eloquent evidence of the 
love and reverence of our people. 

He was one of that stalwart host 
of southern gentlemen seemingly 
destined by Providence to be the 
bearers of peace and amity from one 
tragic era of his nation’s history to 
another no less momentous. He was 
almost as widely known in the north 
as in the south, and his unassuming 
manners, his lovable personality and 
his rare magnetism as a public 
speaker have played an appreciable 
part in bringing the sections into 
the close relations of today. He de- 
serves the equal affection and gratl- 


tude of both. 
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Mr. Stevens and the Canal. 

Mr. John F. Stevens, chief engineer 
of the Panama canal, has gone on 
record as favoring the construction 
of a lock canal at Panama, in pref- 
erence to the sea level type, and as 
indorsing the very sensible proposi- 
tion that the work of construction 
should be done under contract. 

All practical men who have had ex- 
perience with, or knowledge of, work 
of this character agree with Mr. 
Stevens in supporting the adoption 
of the contract system. Whatever 
the type of the canal, the best way 
to insure construction within the 
shortest possible time fis to put the 
work into the hands of men who 
have had experience in great con- 
structive enterprises. ' The manner

mere statement of fact to be borne 
in mind in weighing the judgments 
of those in authority upon this most 
important primal question of the 
type of canal to be built. 

A majority of the consulting board, 
comprised of the most eminent engin 
eers of the world, declared for the 
sea level type. Their arguments 
have not yet been made public. A 
minority of the board is as earnest 
in its support of the lock canal. 

The lock canal project has the ad- 
vantage of smaller cost and of requir- 
ing shorter time for its construction. 
Eight years is the estimate of Mr. 
Stevens. 

Both of these are highly important 
considerations. As against these, the 
sea level project presents greater 
permanency, smaller cost of opera- 
tion, simplicity. It will take longer 
to build and will cost more, but it 
presents none of the serious engin- 
eering problems of the summit level 
project. 

The seriousness of these engineer- 
ing problems must, in the last anal. 
ysis, determine the type of canal. 
The majority of the consulting en- 
gineers seem convinced that some of 
these, particularly that of finding

too great to be removed. If, as is 
claimed, the feasibility of the Bohio 
dam as a permanent structure has 
not yet been determined to the satis- 
faction of these engineers, then the 
lock canal project must still be in- 
volved in doubt.

The Farmers and Their Cotton. 

President Jordan’s strong uppeal 
to the planters to hold fast to their 
cotton in spite of a temporarily nerv- 
ous market should have the effect of 
reassuring any of the present holders 
of the staple who may have permit- 
ted themselves any misgivings over 
the recent ginners’ estimate. AS 
President Jordan points out, govern. 
ment reports' and other advicés re- 
ceived by the Southern Cotton Asso- 
ciation indicate conclusively that 
ginning is practically completed. It 
may be reasonably expected, there- 
fore, that the final report in March 
will not show = sufficient difference 
from the estimate announced last 
Tuesday to exert an appreciable ef- 
fect on the price of spot cotton. 

Consumption last year, so far as as- 
certained, mounted considerably over 
12,000,000 bales. It must greatly ex- 
ceed those figures during the cur- 
rent season by reason of approxi- 
mately half a million new spindles 
which must be supplied with the 
fiber, as well as the increased world 
demand for cotton goods. 

When these facts are taken into 
consideration, the momentary slight 
break in the market following the 
government's estimate assumes no 
significance. It is notable, as Presi- 
dent Jordan remarks, that spot cotton 
has been little affected, and the de- 
cline in futures has not been such 
as to give rise to the slightest legiti- 
mate alarm.

This is the gist of the matter, 
stated in plain terms: The farmers 
who produced the staple are holding 
it for a figure commensurate with its 
intrinsic value. The legitimate con- 
suming interests are compelled to se- 
cure an adequate supply to fill the 
orders for cotton goods already ac- 
cepted. Bearish speculators who 
have been trading with the expecta- 
tion of a radical collapse in the price 
find themselves short, and unless re. 
lieved. by a relaxation of the holding 
movement will be forced to buy at 
the fair price asked by the farmers. 

Thus the farmer has the whip-hand 
of the situation, and has only him- 
self to blame if he does not keep it. 

No temporary backsets should dis- 
courage him. He should remember 
that it is a fight in which he is now 
engaged, not a picnic or a walk-over. 
Up to the present time his firmness 
and his loyalty have met with their 
logical reward. He must exhibit the 
same qualities without hesitation or 
doubt, until the battle has been won.

ON PHILIPPINES 


Governor General Talks of 
Tariff Bill Before Senate 
Committee, 


Washington, January 26.—Governor 
General Luke E. Wright, of the Phillp- 
pine islands, testified today before the 
senate committee having charge of the 
pending tariff bill. He talked at Jeneth 
concerning industrial conditions in the 
islands and answered many pertinent 
questions. On the senate committee at¥ 
senators representing states vitally in- 
teresteg in the products affected by the 
bill, and on that account the examina- 
tion was particularly important. Senator 
Burrows brought out the fact that hemp 
is the chief export product of the isianG 
and that a great deal of coffee is grow) 
He asked Governor Wright why the Phil- 
ippine commission had not directed its 
labors to educating the Filipinos to ¢ex- 
tend the raising of crops which would 
not enter into competition with Amefi- 
can products. Governor Wright respond- 
ed that these crops are raised on hill- 
side land and that the natives are con- 
gested near the sea where the Jand 1s 
fit only for tobacco, sugar, rice, cocoa- 
nuts and similar products. He said thet 
to do what the senator had suggested 
would necessitate the readjustment of the 
population which “cannot be shifted like 
pawns on a chess board.’’ The governor 
added, however, that hemp raising is be- 
ing developed rapidly.
